of the great wheat belt that made Canada rich 
and prosperous in bygone years. There is noth- 
ing the matter with the land, except that it 
does not get a sufficient rainfall, sometimes for 
years on end. Put water on it, and there is no 
more productive land out of doors 

In the year 1915, when the Governments of 
the Allied countrigs were sending out frantic 
warnings about the danger of a food shortage, 
and urging farmers to raise every bushel of 
wheat they could, this “dry area” turned out at 
least 200,000,000 bushels of the highest quality 
wheat grown in the world. The wheat was 
worth $1.80 a bushel. In that one year this now 
cropless tract put $360,000,000 of wheat money 
in circulation in western Canada. Over thirty 
years the amount of money distributed through 
wheat production in that area alone has to be 
counted in billions of dollars 

The Dominion Government and the Govern- 
ments of the three provinces should have started 
three or four years ago to “plow back” some 
of that money into the territory which pro- 
duced it; putting it into wind-breaks, shelter- 
belts, forest areas, dams to create artificial 
lakes, and any other remédial projects the 
reclamation engineers could devise. The dry 
belt is worth saving to agriculture. If the 
Governments are now thinking of constructive 
action to that end they will have the support of 
the entire west, and it is to be hoped of the 
entire Dominion.

During the winter it often seems incon- 


| venient to have the child given a health exam- 


ination as this would interfere with is attend- 
ing school. Beyond any question of a doubt, 
the summer vacation offers a splendid time for 
taking care of this part of your child's health. 
I therefore suggest that you 
arrange to have your child 
given a thorough examination 
within the next week. In 
this way you can check up on 


his health and if you find 
that he requires attention, 
there will be still time 


enough left to start a correc- 
tive treatment before he goes 
back to school. 

While a child may not re- 
quire as lengthy an examin-

ation as an adult, nevertheless, plenty of time 
must be set aside to check several important 


points. Attention must be given to the teeth, 
and if any cavities are forming, they should 
be filled at once before they grow any larger. 
If filled in time, you will save a tooth which 
would otherwise be lost too early by decay. 
It is also wise to make sure that the vision is 
correct and for this reason I strongly urge an 
eye examination. The child who seems to be 
nearsighted, who has crossed eyes or the child 
who squints, needs particular care given to the 
eyes. 

It is also a good plan to have the spine look- 
ed over and any defects in posture can be cor- 
rected before a round shouldered condition 
develops. Of course, the heart and lungs are 
to be checked over to make sure that these 
vital organs are normal. 

If the child has been complaining of any 
aches in the feet or legs, the possibility of flat 
feet or of rheumatic fever must be considered. 
Even though no difficulty with the breathing 
may be noticed, the throat should be carefully 
gone over, and the tonsils and adenoids check- 
ed. Some time must be spent on an examin- 
ation of the ears and this is doubly important if 
the child has any tendency to earaches, dis- 
charge from the ears, or suffers from frequent 
colds. Many of the cases of chronic deafness 
of later years have their beginning in the occas- 
ional earaches of childhood. 

It is also advisable to check over the child's 
habits for health. Does he attend to regular 
elimination each day? Does he eat sufficient 
cooked and raw non-starchy vegetables? Is he 
getting plenty of sleep? Is his sleep broken by 
restless tossing or dreams? Does he appear 
tired or is he normally active? How does he 
behave? Is he frequently irritable and cross? 
Usually the behaviour problems of children dis- 
when the child is returned to sound 
physical health I have noted a_ profound 
change in hundreds of children, who seemed 
tired, and hard to get along with while they 
felt physically upset.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1711 the gulf of | 


St. Lawrence was the scene of 


one of the worst disasters in the 
Sir 


history of the British navy. 
Hovenden Walker, who had had 
a spectacularly successful career 
and won the rank of rear admiral 
in 1710 and a knighthood in 1711, 
had left Boston with a fine fleet 
on July 30, with the intention of 
attacking and, if possible, captur- 
ing Quebec. 

The ships made the gulf with- 
out any difficulty and got well up 
the river but when near Egg Is- 
land met disaster, There are con- 
flicting stories as to the cause. 
Some historians put the blame on 
faulty pilotage; others state that 
the fleet was wrecked by storm 
and separated in fog; but the net

result was that ten ships were 
wrecked and 884 men lost their 
lives. Others swam ashore, were 
aided by the habitants and mar- 
ried French Canadian girbs, thus 
beginning that confusion of no- 
menclature in lower Quebec, 
which was continued later when 
the Highlanders were disbanded, 
and which has resulted in fam-

PROPHETS AND PRICES 


Editor Bulletin: Here in the 
west our mainstay is our grain 
crop. This is a truism oft re- 
peated. Oft repeafed is another 
truism that much can be saved 
or gained by taking advantage 
of favorable conditions in the 
International grain market. The 


acts of men in responsible posit- 
ions who have power to influence 
prices should be carefully exam- 
ined and checked’ by recorded 
facts. 

In this connection I have never 
been able to understand why 
Andrew Cairns was appointed to 
his present position of Secretary 
to the World Wheat Commission 

In 1928 Mr. Cairns was on 
record stumping the country and 
urging the farmers to hold their 
wheat as they would surely by 
doing so obtain $2.00 a bushel for 
it. He had most inflated ideas 
as to wheat prices at a time when 
world conditions were decidedly 
bearish 

Today there is a real basis for a 
go slow in selling policy yet Mr. 
Cairns continues to broadcast a 
host of bearish statistics that are 
not in accord with underlying 
facts. He appears to be advocat- 
ing a selling policy most strange 
at this time when the world sit- 
uation as regards both bread and 
feed grains is the most bullish in 


many years. 
Mr. Cairns’ judgment as re- 
gards holding wheat some six 


years ago proved to be absolutely 
wrong. it appears to me that his 
view regarding disposal of our 
surplus are quite as unsound 
Mr, Cairns statements are given 
much publicity and it is to be 
feared inferences from them may 
influence many farmers to rush 
their grain to market, to their 
loss and detriment 
Farmer.

with instructions that they have 
power so to amend it as to pro- 
vide that the Bank of Canada 
shall be government owned and 
controlled.” 

Possibly may argue that 
here was another Liberal at- 
tempt to get public ownership. 
But in ruling the former amend- 
ments out of order the speaker 
had said: “On the objection taken 
by the Prime Minister (Mr. Ben- 
nett) I consider the amendment 
out of order, I consider it oue 
of order on the further ground 
that it is a motion entailing the 
expenditure of public money 
Such a motion can be considered 
by the House only on a day later 
than it is introduced and it must 
be introduced by a cabinet min- 
ister.” 

When Mr. Casgrain moved his 
amendment I imagine he nor his 
colleagues were much surprised 
when the Speaker said: “I rule 
that that amendment is out of or- 
der because, like the: original 
amendment, it entails an expen- 
diture of public money and is 
a violation of the terms of the 
British North America Act.”
